"As none of the Ijatiu American 
countries are experiencing such steady 
commercial and industrial pronress as 
Mexico, no other offers so many open- 
ings to the miner, planter, rapitaliat, 
and manufacturer. Among the many 
can-, k of this progress and activity 
mav In" mentioned the natural resources 
of the country, tbe atisolute security of 
life and property, the cheapness of la- 
bor, the absence of strikes and other 
lal»or disturbances, and the confidence 
in the strength and stability of the 
government, which was so openly ex- 
emplified by the recent ready negotia- 
tion of 6 per cent, loan in the United 
States and Europe. 

Had Mr. Roberts thrown a Ininib in- 
to the Republican camp on Capitol 
Kill he would not have caused more 
surprise and consternation than he did 
by his point blank refusal to participate 
in tho Republican plot to deprive him 
of his seat bv going before tbe commit- 
tee of nine and aid the members in 
their investigation. It had evidently

Evidently the 
committee has no desire to encounter 
such a condition as is said to exist in 
the State, acd so a halt has beer, called 
pending the concoction ot aoolhei 
scheme by which the evident intention 
of the majority to yield to popular 
clamor and expel Mr. Roberta, can be 
carried through without too flagrant a 
violation of law and decency. 

I'erliais the most notable utterance 
of John Wanamaker iu his testimony 
before the Industrial Commission a da> 
or two ago was the statement that bt 
believed that the trust question should 
be regulated, although he seemed to 
doubt that aoy regulation would be 
permanent.

English Authorities Experimenting With an 



I From a London Letter. J 
English postage authorities are mak- 
ing experiments in an automatic letter 
mailing device which will do away w ith 
the old-style "stick-with-a-lick" post* 
age stamp. The new rppurtus resem- 
bles a slot machine, and is an adapta- 
tion of this idea. It can be placed on 
the street corners or in the postohices. 
Ry putting a penny in the slot the let- 
ter is thrnst into a slot and, presto, 
change! a dry or ribband slamp puts a 
stamp on the corner of the letter.when 
it can be dropped into the box The 
Machine cancels the stamp with the 
date and time of day all at one operation 
There are different slots for the dif- 
ferent denominations of stamps. If 
this machine proves the success which 
its inventor hopes, it will do away with 
the present niucilaged stamped prove 
in economical device for tbe postal 
lervice.
